SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.—A 
smashing Victory was chalked up 
by the Ship Scalers who were to 
return to work today following the 
signing of an agreement with con- 
tractors which terminates a more 
than three-months-old strike. 


Militant picketing, rank and file 
Solidarity and a determination to 
stay out until the strike was won 
brought the scalers an agreement 
which grants preferential hiring 
through a union-controlled hiring 
hall, substantial wage increases and 
cther iajor concessions.

AS PROTEST CONTINUE 
TO POUR IN 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The fight 
for the freedom of Angelo Hern- 
don is continuing, with the hear- 
ing on a writ of habeas corpus to 
test the constitutionality of the 
slave insurrection law under which 
he was convicted set for Nov. 12. 

Demands for the freedom of the 
young Negro leader who led the 
fight for better unemployment re- 
lief have come from 12 foreign 
countries, as well as from every 
state in the union. Latest petitions 
to be sent to Governor Eugene 
Talmadge of Géorgia came from 
Holland and Mexico. From Aus- 
tria, where the labor moyement is 
completely illegal, a sum of money 
was sent for Herndon’s, defense. 

Haywood Broun, famous column- 
ist and president of the American 
Newspaper Guild, d@clared at a 
free Herndon meeting: 


“The Supreme Court has a 
great deal of power—until it 
comes to deciding a case like 
the Herndon case. Then it sud- 
denly discovers that it has not 
the power to review the consti- 
tutional questions involved. But: 
the Supreme Court is not su- 
preme, We, the American peo- 
ple, are the supreme court of 
this country, and we will decide 
the fate of Angelo Hergdon.”

The strike began Aug. 9 when 
the Marty Ship Service Co. 
locked out a Scalers’ gane because 
the men refused to work with 
tfinks. Vhe lockout soon spread to 
all other contracting firms. The 
Scalers, however, turned the lock- 
out into a strike, set up. picket 
lines, a strike kitchen and pre- 
pared for strueele. 

The strike was barely a month 
old, however, when certain) ship- 
owners began to request gangs 
without the assistance of the con- 
tractors, lw this way the con- 
tractors eventually found them- 
selves locked out. Vlaced in a 


position where they were no longer 


of value to either shipowners cr 
nen, they instituted an insidious 
campaign within the union itself. 
Nearly a score of reactianary un- 
ion members were conta@ted and 
told to be “ready to go back to 
work. 7 


lhese men, more than a month 

ago attended a special meeting 
of the union, armed with razors 
and other weapons and started 
a fight. As a result several men 
were severely slashed and one 
man, stepping from the _ hall, 
which is on the second floor, 
through a window.to a small 
roof above the sidewalk and 
“crashed to the pavement. He 
received injuries from which he 
later died. 

At least ten men were arrested. 
Several belonging to the reactio- 
nary group were released at once. 
Of the remainder DPresident Geo. 
Woolf was released at once be- 
cause there had been no grounds 
for arresting him in the first place. 
Three were released when 
the International Labor Defense 
won dismissal of their cases. 

Archie Brown, Julio Canales, 
Francisco Jiminez, and Natalio 
Ville were indicted on framed 
murder charges and are slated to 
go on trial December 9.
